THE PRESIDENT'S ENEMIES. 


Philadelphia Xorlh American. 


When Cleveland was President, he once said of a Democratic 


Congress Mint he had "two wild horses" on his hands. His were 
quiet hacks compared with the kicking, lunging, bucking bronchos 
that fight sullenly against every effort of Roosevelt to coax or drive 
them into the public service. 


There is no denying (he truth that Roosevelt's enemies in the 


Capitol ate multiplying. Almost every official act of his adds to 
the number of the congressional antagonists of his administration. 


Such was the ciise, also, during the closing years of Cleveland's 


last term. But there tlio parallel ends. The Democratic senators 
and representatives then expressed the sentiments of the mass of 
Democrats. It was the discontent of the people and not of a few 
congressmen that disrupted the Democratic partv. 


Directly the opposite conditions prevail today. The over- 


whelming majority of the people are heart and soul with Roose- 
velt. Kooseveltisin is synonymous with Republicanism, and will 
so continue. 


The congressional antagonists of thin administration do not 


represent their own constituents. A few are instigated by petty 
personal grievances. 
Most of them are merely the spokesmen of 


moneyed interests, whose long and profitable careers of brigandage 
by usurped and illegal special privileges wore interrupted for the 
first time by Roosevelt's policies of patriotism. 


Yet Roosevelt lias earned every enemy he has made. Every 


man, in and out of dllice, who is struggling to obstruct and discred- 
it (lie President and his policies is a logical und inevitable devel- 
opment of the enforcement of those policies. These were summar- 
ized for the hundredth time, perhaps, only Monday in these clear- 
out, straight-flung words of pure Americanism : 


We should address ourselvei to the faithful and honest ob- 


servance of the laws of civic righteousness. The welfare of nil of 
us can best be obtained by striving for a policy which iyill promote 
the welfare of each of us. We must all co-operate in order that 
benefit may bo derived b> the entire nation. Good laws make for 
good government, but laws are of no avail unless vitalized by the 
people who made them, 


llooseveit is malting enemies, not friends, among the place- 


holders. And the people love him and his works and his ideals 
largely because of the enemies he has made. 


He made enemies from the moment he began his battle against 


the rebate evil and all crookedness of the common carriers. We 
know something of railroad domination of politics here in Penn- 
sylvania. But until there is complete knowledge of how Govern- 
ors, senators, congressmen and legislators are the vest-pocket pos- 
sessions of Harrimnn in California, and of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford-lioston and Maine combination throughout 
New England, it is impossible to understand the depth of enmity 
aroused agaiust the lirst American executive who checked the rail- 
road tyranny. 


He aligned good haters against him iu the middle states when 


he took his bold, right stand in the anthracite strike, that the pub- 
lic deserves the lirst consideration in any industrial dispute which 
involves the public welfare. 


Then and there, such corporation agents as Forakcr and Ten- 


rose took alarm and aligned themselves with the New Englanders, 
the Depews and the Platts and the Southern Pacific's political 
creatures. 


This man Rooseu'lt was so engrossed m his new-fangled theory 


of popular rights that there seemed a likelihood that he would 
play the bull in the gold-dusted china shop of vested rights. Ail 
the old warring corporate interests grew alarmed and made com- 
mon cause against the iconoclast who proposed to make railroads 
and trusts obey tlie laws. 


He made more enemies when he came to the conclusion that 


the American people did not tax themselves annually for support, 
of a government which would sanction public poisoning. 


The pure food law hit hard such men as Senator Hopkins, 


polluter of the Illinois judiciary and beneficiary of the vileness of 
the Chicago ctockyards. Harder yet it hit "Uncle Joe" Gannon, 
master of legislation, dictator of the House, friend of every in- 
corporated wrongdoer and a very David to tlie millionaire Jona- 
thans of Peoria, who, under the pure food law, must label their 
rotgut sprits by some other name than "pure whisky." 


All the while Roosevelt was making enemies. But the worst 


was yet to come. It was not until the Roosevelt probe was in-- 
serted into thieving flotations of securities, into the crimes of 
Standard Oil and into the "indefensible financing" of railroads 
that Wall street and the trusts and all the great and petty pick- 
pockets of the people rose in their moneyed might and sent their 
orders to their hirelings and dependents in Congress that Roosevelt 
must be crushed, even at the cost of the national prosperity. 


Then uprose Aldrich, master of the Senate and Rockefeller's 


man Friday, with Foraker and Paper Magnate Crane on his right 
and his left hand. And up rose Payne and Dalzell beside Cannon 
and all the packed committees acting in unison in such a campaign 
for the suppression of parliamentary and popular rights as never 
was seen outside of nations where a despot can dissolve a parlia- 
ment when it suits his pteasure. 


The panic made more enemies for Roosevelt. It was artificially 


created partly for that purpose. But he seemed to have an appetite 
for enmity that was not yet gluted. 


Some eminent citizens of the Far West were dead and some 


were convicts, because they had been land and timber thieves. In- 
dictments were imminent for other grafting senators and congress- 
men. Yet Roosevelt persisted in his policy of preserving the 
national forests, the public lands, the timber and grazing rights, 
the water power and all the things that must be safeguarded if this 
nation is to remain rich, but the waste of which has been the 
sweetest, richest political pickings of the grafters of the West. 


So Teller and Hepburn deserted him, and so, within the last 


week, Nelson, of Minnesota, long-time friend and defender, has 
joined the ranks of the enemies becauie of the veto of "a water-- 
power job. 


The list of Roosevelt's enemies might go on through the roll 


call. Such a dissection would have comic aspects, such as that of 
the mournful Jale, chairman of the committee on naval affairs, 
for no other reason than that he hates and fights every increase of 
our navy to the extent of a steam-launch or a blue-jacket's month- 
ly pay. He is hurt because Roosevelt, by demanding four battle- 
ships, obtained two, which was one more than he hoped for. 
Thereby was another enemy made. 


There is no need to blind ourselves to the truth. 
Both 


branches of Congress are against the President. He must abandon 
hope of any sincere approval of his policies by either the Senate or 
the House. 


His sanguine nature may find some consolation in the know!' 


edge that will be imparted to those same enemies whon they leave 
the somewhat cramped environment of Washington and reach 
their homes. It will surprise them to find the belief practically 
universal that no Republican can be against Roosevelt unless some 
special interest he served has been hit by impartial enforcement of 
law, or unless there was a righting of some wrong upon which his 
patrons had been feeding. 


They will find that the belief of the American people, that 


Roosevelt is right is strengthened by every solidification of 
opposition to him, under the leadership of men stripped to such 
naked shamefuluess in the public eye as Aldrich and Cannon hare 
been. 


They will find that their own conduct has constituted such an 


indictment of the false leadership of the party they dominate in 
Congress that only the people's faith in the true leaders can save 
it from being crushed by popular condemnation.

It is said, in the first place, that Mr 
Emery is "nol a Republcan," and i 
llierefore not entitled to sit in a He 
publican National Convention. This 
Jiscovery, it seems, has been mad) 
since the delegate from the 21st Dls 
Lriet announced bis intention to sup 
port Mr. Taft. So long as it wa 
supposed that lie would vole for Sen 
ator Knox his Republicanism wa 
not seriously suspecled. Mr. Emery 
was nominated for Governor of Penn 
sylvania in 1900 by the Lincoln Re 
publican faclion, and his candidacy 
was indorsed by the Democrats. In 
tile opinion of some Pennsylvani 
statesmen this indorsement disquali 
fl'es M r. Emery from acting as a dele 
gate lo Chicago. 
The Washington 


respondent of "The Philadelphi 
Press" telegraphed from the capita 
on Monday: 


"If the feeling expressed loda> 
among Senalors, many of whom ar 
national cornmltteemen, is indicatlv 
of that in the whole national commit 
tee, Ihere isnodoubl lhat Mr. Emer; 
will be refused a right to a seat. . . 
His indorsement of the Democrat! 
slate platform two years ago wouli 
take him out of the class that seeks 
continuance of the administraton pol 
icies, which is one of the cardina 
principles of the Taft patform."

port the candidate for President wh 
in my judgment, will adopt, main 
tain and enforce the policies of Pres 
dent Roosevelt.'' 
This statement left him free to vo 
as he might see lit, and he violated n 
moral obligation in forming his ow 
opinion. He cannot properly be un 
seated or disciplined on the facts of th 
case. Those who talk of punishin 
him had better study a little mo 
carefully the rules and practices of Re 
publican national conventions.

told him not more than a year before 
he was elected President that he had 
never 
tasted liquor in his 
life. 
"What!" said Swett, "do you mean 
to say that you never tasted it?" 
"Yes," replied Lincoln, "I never 
tasted it." 
When we take into consid- 
eration Ihe hnbiis of the times, tills is 
a most remarkable testimony to Lin- 
coln's principles, the stabilily of his 
character, and the iron quality of his 
will power.

He said that 
it the last meeting of Counoil there 
were but two legal bidders who had 
•esponded to the regularly published 
advertisements for proposals for re- 
noval of garbage. 
Gallagher, who 


offered Io do the work for ?o8 per 
Tionth and 
another who bid $60. 


Seill was not a bidder. Council in- 
structed the committee to award the 
contract to tlic losvest and best bidder 
md now tlie committee comes here 
recommending that tlie contract be 
gi\cn a man who was not a bidder 
at tlic rate of S>70 per month. 


Hooding, of the Third ward, said the 


committee had told Gallagher that 
ic was the lowest bidder and would 
jet the contract and to go ahead and 
;et ready for the job, and that he had 
[>urchased a horse and wagon for the 
purpose. 


Mnrphy, of the Fourth ward, said 


that Gallagher had told him that day 
that he was ready to go ahead and col- 
lect the garbage that the committee 
told him he would get the contract. 
Murphy staled that Gallagher had en- 
gaged assistance, hud his bond ready 
and \\ as prepared to do anything re- 
Hiireil to do the work properly. 


Chairman Kelly said he had told 


Gallagher that he was the lowest 
bidder and If he was equipped would 
get the contract. 


Grundy, who is u member of .the 


committee, said he had looked into the 
matter with considerable care and that 
Gallagher's proposed assistant nas a 
new man in the township who pro- 
posed to bring some pigs from Phila- 
delphia to consume the garbage. He 
said tlie garbage question was an un- 
pleasant one at the best, and the man 
now doing the work was equipped 
with pigs, and he did not believe that 
the work could be done at the figure 
proposed by Gallagher. He thought it 
would not be good public policy to 
change from a certainty to nn uncer- 
tainty, that the work was being well 
done "now, 
while if a change was to be 


made there would be a probability 
that in the midst of summer the pro- 
posed bidder would fall to do his work 
nnd the borough would be left in a 
predicament. 
He asked for the con- 


firmation of the committee's report. 


Harper, of the First ward, explained 


why his name was not signed to the 
committee's report; that he had been 
away and had not been able to in- 
vestigate the matter. He thought it 
evident that the committee had made 
no serious investigation and he would 
favor that the report go back to the 
committee for further investigation. 


Fallon, McNeil IB and Murphy each 


again pleaded Gallagher's cause and 
said he was fairly and legally en- 
titled to the contract.

MILK INSPECTION. 


The following communication re- 


ceived from the Board of Health was 
referred to the Health and Sanitation 
committee: ; 


Bristol, Pa., May 11, 1908, 


To the Burgess and Council of the 


Borough of Bristol 


Gentlemen, 


The Board of Heatlh has had under 


consideration for some time the milk 


which has been sent here to be con- 
sumed, and although this was proirpt- 
ly stopped there is no means of know- 
Ing that other cases as flagrant/ or 
more so are not still existing eif.her 
with or without the knowledge of 
the animals' owner. 


What we believe to be necessary is 


the inspection of every dairy and de- 
pository that furnishes milk to our 
citizens to know the cows are kept 
under sanitary conditions, the food 
and water supply of good quality, the 
stables, animals and milkers clean, 
and enforce other necessary regula- 
tions. 


We have been in communication 


with several towns where great care is 
exercised in the production and distri- 
bution of milk, and in some where 
itatislics have been kept there has 
been marked diminution of fatalities 
especially among young children since 
the supervision commenced. 


We think we can make arrangements 


with a well qualified person to make 
life inspections and give us much use- 
ful Information on this subject at 
comparatively tittle expense. 


We suggest a committee of Council 


confer with our Board so that any ac- 
tion that may be taken will be in ac- 
cord with the views of Council. 
It may be that no new ordinance 


will be required, that of January Bib, 
1891, Section SI, possibly being all 
that is necessary, 
but the 
matter 


should be well understood and freely 
dicussscd before final action is taken. 
If in your judgment such a conference 
Is desirable, and the chairman will so 
Inform the writer, we can arrange a 
time of meeting convenient to both 
bodies.

Our Dogs. 


Editor 
Gazette:—Through 
your 


columns I wish to say a word in 
behalf of the dogs of our tow n. 


Three months ago a dog thought to 


be suffering 
from hydrophobia, 
a 


disease much more common In men's 
imagination than In members of the 
canine race, attacked and bit a number 
of other dogs. 
After a rather hasty ex- 


amination a verdict was given that the 
dog was mad and the decree went 
forth that for ninety days all the dogs 
ihould be muzzled or shot. 


From the first there has been serious 


doubt in the minds of many as to its 
having been a genuine case of rabies. 
Nevertheless, the citizens have very 
generally complied with the order at 
the cost of great anxiety to themelves 
and of much torment and discomfort to 
their pets. 
No one will question that the welfare 
of the community is of supreme im- 
portance, but are not such mad dog 
panics too often started as a result of 
the fear of, and ignorance concerning 
dogs on the part of those who have 
never known their ioyal friendship 
and their quick responsive love. 
-In common with all animals dogs 
are subject to many disorders, any one 
of which might be magnified into hy- 
drophobia 
through the combined 


forces of fright and ungoverned im 
agination. 


It is difficult to keep the dogs muz- 


zled, not merely because 
in their 


efforts to free themselves they are too 
often successful, but it has even been 
charged that the muzzles have been 
stolen from them. 
Frequently, too, 


the dogs escape from their homes with- 
out the knowledgde of their masters 
and consequently without their muz- 
zles from which they must have periods 
of relief. 
In several Instances dogs thus escap- 


ing for the first time, showing no signs 
of ill health and wearing collars in 
testimony of their having owners, 
have been wantonly and senselessly 
shot almost within sight of tbeir 
homes, and without warning or notice 
other than the general one through the 
public press, having been given to the 
owners. 


In a town of this size where many 


of the dogs are almost as -well known 
as their masters such action should not 
be submitted to without protest, nor 
should the quarantine be indefinitely 
prolonged through the hot weather, as 
is now threatened, unless there Is a 
very real need for it. 
It must not be forgotten that dogs 


also, have rights and that somehlng is 
due to sober common sense.

Their Different Colors Serve •• Quldea

If you examine the buoys on enter- 


ing ntiy harbor In the world, you will 
lind that those on ynur right lire paint- 
ed red and tlmsi' on your left black. 
If you should sec one painted in red 
nnd black hurlKoulal bunds, the ship 
should run us dose to It us possible, 
because that Indicates the center of u 
Burrow channel. 
Uuoys wltli red and 


black vertical stripes always mark the 
end of spits nnd the outer iiucl Inner 
ends of extensive reefs wluire there Is 
a channel on each side. When red and 
black checkers tire IJM luted on a buoy 
it marks cither a rock lu the open sea 
or an obstruction lu the harbor of 
small eitent, wltb chaunel all round. 
If there are two such obstructions and 
a channel between them, the buoy on 
the right of you will have red aud 
white checkers nud the one on your 
left will liave black nud white check- 
ers. When n wreck obstructs the chan- 
nel, 
a green buoy will be placed on 


the sea side of the wreck, with the 
"Wreck" plainly painted on It In white 
letters, provided there Is a clenr chan- 
nel all around It; otherwise an even 
number will be pnlnted In white above 
tiie word "Wreck" when the buoy Is 
on the right side of the channel and 
an odd number If the buoy is on the 
left.—Pearson's Weekly.
